REED WAS BAD MAN. 


William Reed, of near Bittinger, who 
wae arrested laBt week at his home charg­ 
ed with abuse and neglect to his children, 
is well known in the courts of Adams 
and York counties. 
Reed who is about 
45 years of age, has figured in many bar 
room fights during the past 20 yeare, and 
when under the influence of liquor was 
always considered a “bad man,” Older 
citizens will recall the tragic death of his 
father, Jacob Reed* who lived in a small 
house near Hanover. 
The old man came 
home on a spree one night at a late hour, 
and it is supposed he upset a lighted lamp 
which resulted in the destruction of the 
house, Rred perishing in the flames. 
It 
is said that six other meembers of the 
Reed family met violent deaths. About 
17 years ago, on a Saturday night, there 
was a dance at Parkville, near Hanover, 
“ Billy” Reed arriving on the scene about 
10 o’clock in a very ugly mood. 
In a 
short while he picked a fight w^th young 
William Parr, and in the fracas on the 
pike in front of the dance hall, Reed 
drew a knife and cut a deep gash in the 
left arm of Parr, which extended from 
shoulder to the elbow. 
He was also cut 
on the back and received a severe scalp 
wound. 
Reed 'was arrested and served 
a year in the York county jail for the of 
fense. Some years later, it is stated, he 
was in a fight in a Hanover restaurant, 
and after drawing a knife on some Mc- 
Stierrystown men, they made it too warm 
for him and he fled but was caught later 
and given a complete beating. At anoth 
er time, it is alleged, he stole a hat from 
a man at Hotel O’Bold, Hanover. 
High 
Constable Smeach arrested Reed and 
made him carry the hat back to the own­ 
er. This humiliation angered Reed and 
he Swore revenge. 
One night he laid in 
wait for the officer armed with a revolver, 
across the street from the policeman’s 
home. Mrs. Smeach however, learned 
of the plan and warned her husband to 
be on the lookout on his return home late 
that night. Several days afterward Reed 
was apprehended and again served a year 
in jail. 
Reed married life has also been 
rather a peculiar one. 
It is said that af­ 
ter his first wife left him, in a short while 
he maried a daughter of Jacob Laugh- 
man, of the Pigeon Hills, without the 
formality of a divorce. 
He w’as arrested 
for bigamy, and served a term in the Ad­ 
ams county jail, it is stated. 


WOMAN SHOOTS AT BURGLAR. 
Mrs. George Baublitz, who resides with 
two daughters in the Pigeon Hill«, fright­ 
ened away a burglar who was entering 
her home early last Tuesday morning, 
and it is believed that one of the bullets 
fired after the fleeing intruder took effect. 
Mrs. Baublitz discovered the burglar as 
he was climbing through the kitchen 
window. 
She fired at him aB he jumped 
to the ground, and she 3ays he uttered a 
cry of pain almost simultaneously with 
the discharge of the revolver. 
He escap­ 
ed to the woodB nearby. Although the 
burglar wore a mask, Mrs. Baublitz says 
Bhe believes she could identify him. 


York, Dec. 12 —Running to a near-by 
grocery to secure candy and bananas for 
her only child, Mrs. Norman Diehl re- 
turned to find the dining loom in flames 
and her 2 year-old son fatatally burned 
this morning. The mother had been 
busy with her needle upon Chistmas gifts 
and these were destroyed, with the table 
covering and rugs upon the floor. 
Bits 
of charred clothing found in different 
parte of the room showed that the boy 
had run from place to place to escape the 
pain. 
It is supposed that his garments 
came in contact with the stove, starting 
the blaze. A tragic scene, woefully out 
of place in the Christmas season, occurred 
a few minutes later in the home of a 
neighbor when the doctor sent away the 
ambulance, empty, with a shake of his 
bend and the mother covered her ears to 
shut out the feeble cries of the dying 
child.

The following is clipped from an Altoo* 
na paper: Mrs. Lydia Bixler, aged 95 
years, 7 months and 21 days, probably 
the oldest woman in Blair county, died at 
the home of her son in law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Mel horn, 512 Ninth 
street, Friday morning at 7:45. She was 
probably the only living resident of Blair 
county who had enjoyed an intimate ac­ 
quaintance with men who fought in the 
Revolutionary war. 
She frequently talk­ 
ed about Ferguson, one of the veterans of 
this struggle, whom she knew personally. 
Mrs. Bixler was unusually active for hor 
age and only seven weeks ago returned 
from a visit to the home of hor son, John 
B. Bixler, editor of the Williamsport 
News. 
She became ill on her return but 
seemed to l^e picking up again, when, last 
Tuesday she became seriously sick. 
She 
was born in Waynesboro April 15, 1817, 
and spent the greater part of her life in 
Carlisle, where 77 years ago she married 
Samuel Bixler. He was clerk of the Cum 
berland county court for a number of 
years and died 27 years ago. 
At the time 
of the battle of Gettysburg Mr. and Mrs. 
Bixler lived on the outskirts of that fa 
mous town, where one of the most histor­ 
ic incidents in her life occurred. 
Mr. 
Bixler was ill in bed when Confederate 
soldiers took possession of the home. Mr. 
Bixler explained th*i situation to them 
and fed them for several days. In return 
they did not molest a thing in the house, 
though they ransacked nearby dwellings. 
Mrs Bixler was fond ot contrasting the 
household management nowadays with 
conditions when she was young. 
Her 
mind was surprisinglv clear. 
Not only 
her mind was clear; she never wore glass­ 
es despite the fact that she enjoyed sew­ 
ing. 
Surviving are the following chil­ 
dren : Dr. S. H. Bixler, Greencastle; J. 
R Bixler, editer of Williamsport News; 
Miss Annie and Mrs J. A. Melhorn, Al­ 
toona ; J. H. , Elk Park, Wash., and 
James, a newspaper man of California. 
Interment was made at Carlisle Monday 
morning. 


Deceased for some years was a resident 
of New Oxford, having lived here with 
her daughter, Miss Blanche, prior to the 
latter’s marriage to John A. Melhorn, who 
is a son of Mr. and Mrs. John Melhorn, 
of near town.

It is anticipated that the parcels post 
which will go into effect January 1, will 
prove popular from the start and instruc­ 
tions have been received at the local office 
to keep strict account of all such mail as 
to number of parcels, weight of same and 
amount of postage required, on all incom­ 
ing and outgoing mail, which passes 
through the office during the first fifteen 
days of January. The same count will be 
kept throughout the country and the fig­ 
ures secured in this manner will be used 
as a basis on which to compute the re­ 
quest for Congressional appropriation for 
the next fiscal year.

BREAKS PARDON RECORD 


Governor of Arkansas Releases 360 


Convicts. 


Governor Donaghey, of Arkansas, 
has smashed all pardon records by 
liberating 316 state convicts and forty- 
four county prisoners. 


At the same time the governor made 
public a message, which he will sub­ 
mit to the legislature next month, giv­ 
ing his reasons for granting the par­ 
dons. 


He says he has always opposed the 
convict lease system as practiced in 
Arkansas and has made repeated ef­ 
forts to induce the legislature to re­ 
peal the law. 


He cnarges that convicts are hired 
to contractors, who sublet them to oth­ 
ers for the sole purpose of enriching 
themselves; that the men are often 
treated inhumanely and given prison 
terms far In excess of their desserts. 


Governor Donaghey says he knows 
of no better way to get the legislature 
to give the matter attention than by 
almost emptying the prisons. 


Train Hits Boulder; Wrecked. 


Both engines, the mail, baggage and 
express cars of the Baltimore & Ohio 
passenger train No, 4, eastbound, were 
kerailed and rolled down an embank­ 
ment when the train struck a boulder 
coming down a seventeen-mile grade 
thirty-five miles west of Cumberland, 
Md. 


Charge Negro With Attempted Murder 


Matthew Walton, a negro, of Phila­ 
delphia, is in the Delaware hospital 
Jn Wilmington with his throat cut, 
and Frederick Depretis, of Wilming­ 
ton, a negro, has been arrested for at­ 
tempted murder, as the result of an al­ 
tercation. 


RECORD CROPS IN 
FINAL FIGURES 


Butter, Lard and Fruits Will 


Also be Accepted. 


According to the regulations govern­ 
ing the parcels post system, promul­ 
gated by Postmaster General Hitch­ 
cock, perishable articles may be sent 
through the mails only under specific 
resti'ictions as to their containers and 
the distance they are to be sent. The * 
service starts on Jan. 1. 
| 


Butter, lard, fish, fresh meats, dress- ; 
ed fowls, vegetables, 
fruits, berries t 
and similar 
articles likely to decay 
quickly may be sent for short dis­ 
tances when securely packed. 
Eggs 
will 
be 
accepted for local delivery 
when packed properly in a container; 
and for any distance when each egg is 
saparately packed in a perfectly se­ 
cure manner. 
. No restriction is placed on the mail­ 
ing of salted, dried, smoked or cured 
meats, but fresh meat will be trans­ 
ported only within the first zone. 


Fragile articles, including millinery, 
toys, musical instruments and articles 
of glass in whole or in part, must 
be securely packed and marked “fra­ 
gile.” 


Articles that may not be sent by 
parcels post include intoxicating li­ 
quors of all kinds; poisons; poisonous 
animals, insects or reptiles; 
explo­ 
sives of every kind; inflammable ar­ 
ticles, including matches; infernal ma­ 
chines; pistols or revolvers; disease 
germs; any obscene, defamatory or 
scurrilous matter now prohibited by 
law; live or dead animals or birds or 
live poultry; raw hides or pelts; or 
anything having a bad odor. 


Books and orinted matter may not 
be forwarded at parcel post rates, but 
only at the pound rates of third class 
matter. 


Parcels post packages will be in­ 
sured by the government against loss 
to the value of $50 for a fee of 10 
cents. 


Parcels 
of merchandise, including 
farm and factory producets of nearly 
every description up to eleven pounds 
in weight, and measuring as much as 
six feet in length and girth combined, 
except those calculated to do injury 
to the mails in transit, may be mailed 
at any postoflice for delivery to any 
address in the United States.

Whitelaw Reid, United States am­ 
bassador to England, died in Dorches­ 
ter House, his residence in Londou. 


At his side when the end came were 
hie 
wile, 
his 
daughter, 
Mrs. John1 
Ward, and his son-in-law, Mr. Ward. 
Mr. Reid was seventy-five years old. 


Mr. Reid succumbed to heart failure, 
following an attack of asthma, from 
which trouble he had been suffering 
since October. 
He had experienced 
great discomfort for several days. 


The flag of the embassy is flying at 
half mast. News of the ambassador’s 
death was sent to King George and 
other members of the royal family and 
to the foreign office. 


Whitelaw 
Reid, 
diplomatist 
and 
Journalist, was born in Xenia, Ohio, 
Oct. 27, 1837, the son of Robert Carl­ 
ton and Marion Reid. He graduated 
from Miami university, Oxford, Ohio, 
receiving the degree of A. B. in 1856. 


The degree of A. M. was conferred 
upon him by the same college in 1859, 
and by the University of the City of 
New York in 1872. Dartmouth college1 
conferred upon him the degree of LL. 
D. in 1873, Miami the same degree in 
1890, Princeton in 1899, Yale in 1901, 
Cambridge in 1902, St. Andrews in 
1900 and Oxford in 1907. 


Shortly after his graduation from 
Miami university he became editor of 
the Xenia News. During his connec­ 
tion with this paper he acted in the 
capacity of legislative correspondent, 
and in 1860 became war corespond­ 
ent, reporting many of the big battles 
of the Civil War. 
At different times 
he was on the staff of both General 
Thomas A. Morris and General W. S. 
Rosecrans. In 1863 he left the battle­ 
field to become librarian in the house 
of representatives. 


In 1869 he again returned to the 
newspaper field, becoming a member 
of the editorial staff of the New York 
Tribune and was elevated to the posi­ 
tion of managing editor shortly there­ 
after. 
Thiv.5 > 3i*3 later he became 
editor in c...*oi and proprietor of the 
same pa*er. 


In 1881 ho married the daughter ofj 


D. Ogden Mills, a Californian of great 
wealth, who removed to New York. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Mills Reid 
and 
her 
brother, Ogden Mills, divided equally 
the immense estate of their father, an 
estate estimated to be worth at the 
time of Mr. Mills’ death fully $60,000,- 
0U0. The result of the marriage was 
two children, Ogden Mills Reid, who 
recently succeeded his father in the 
active control of the Tribune, and Miss 
.Jean Reid, 


In 
1877 
and 
again in 1881 Mr. 
Reid was appointed 
United States 
minister to Germany. He was elected 
to the board of regents of the State 
University of New York. 
In 1902 he 
became yice chancellor of the same 
body, and in 1904 chancellor. From 
1889 to 1892 he served 
as 
United 
States minister to France, and it was 
during this period that he won world­ 
wide fame as a diplomatist. 


Mr. Reid was nominated for the vice 
presidency of the United States on 
the Republican ticket in 1892, but was 
defeated. 


President 
McKinley appointed Mr. 
Reid special ambassador of the United 
States to Queen Victoria's jubilee in 
1897. 
He was one of the peace com­ 
mission which convened in Paris in 
1898. The next honor conferred upon 
Mr, Reid was his appointment as spe­ 
cial ambassador to the coronation of 
King Edward VII. in 1902. Three years 
later he was appoimed United States 
ambassador to England. lie held this 
post until hjs death. 


House Unseats Bowman. 


Representative Charles S. Bowman, 
of the Eleventh Pennsylvania distrh t. 
tiUEerne county, was unseated in ttit 
house by a vote of 153 to 1 IS. in favor 
of G. B. McLain, his Democratic op­ 
ponent, who charged corrupt practices 
In Bowman’s olectlon. 


The attitude of the house was dis­ 
closed earlier In the day by a vote of 
147 to 125, when it refused to dismiss 
the contest against Bowman and de­ 
clare hiB election in 1910 legal. 
This 
action was preliminary to the final 
vote on the Ansberry resolution to de­ 
prive him of his seat. 


On the question of seating McLain, 
the vote was: Ayes, 88; nays, 181. 
This leaves the seat vacant. Many of 
the Democrats, after ha^jjig voted to 
unseat Bowman, refusea to vote to 
seat McLain, and joined with the Re­ 
publicans to keep him out and leave 
this district unrepresented for the re­ 
mainder of the term. 


The result Was a surprise to the 
friends of McLain, who had confident­ 
ly expected that ho would be success­ 
ful, although they knew that some 
Democrats would vote against him. 


The position was taken, however, 
that McLain had not complied with the 
law in filing his notice, not having 
been given within the statutory thirty 
days. 
The 
Democrats 
who 
voted 
against seating McLain did not want 
to establish a precedent which might 
leturn to plague them. 


Mad Dog Bites Ten In School. 


Apparently mad, a large dog ran 
amuck in a public school building in 
Baltimore, Md., and 
before 
it was 
driven out by a woman teacher ten 
children were severely bitten. 


A boy saved two of his schoolmates 
by pushing them into an empty class­ 
room and closing the door. He was at­ 
tacked by the dog and himself rescued 
by a teacher. 


Following the dog as it dashed from 
one to another of the children, the 
women teachers and larger scholars, 
wi>th rulers and whatever other wea­ 
pons they could secure, tried to beat 
the animal off. 


A teacher, by vigorous attacks with 
a ruler, finally succeeded in driving 
the dog into the street, where It was 
killed by a policeman.

There­ 
fore, it is an interesting speculation 
to conjecture what a victorious Tory 
would have done with defeated patri­ 
ots. 
It is safe to say that 
Samuel 
Adams and John Hancock would have 
been sent to England for trial, if not 
for execution as traitors; but toward 
the people at large there waa a grow­ 
ing spirit of conciliation as the war 
went on, for reasons which cannot be 
detailed here. 


It is unfortunate that it cannot be 
said with equal truth that aB the pa­ 
triot cause looked more hopeful, and 
even when independence was assured, 
the hostility toward resident or ban­ 
ished loyalists was diminished. 
Dur­ 
ing the war every species of intimida­ 
tion had been used to bring them into 
the patriot ranks; indignities not usu­ 
ally practiced in dignified warfare had 
been thrust upon them. 
Eighty-five 
thousand had been driven into Cana­ 
dian exile alone, besides other thou#* 
ands who had fled to other British pos­ 
sessions, leaving houses and 
lands, 
business and friends. Confiscation fol­ 
lowed exile, with poverty and distress 
in strange and inhospitable regions. 
The Acadian 
story 
which 
excites 
American sympathy has at least the 
mitigating feature of removal south­ 
ward to gentler climes; while the Co­ 
lonial dispersion was 
chiefly, into 
northern latitudes, which our Saxon 
ancestors used to designate as the do­ 
main of a chilly goddess with a name 
which, by 
a singular 
inversion 
of 
meaning, and the addition of one let­ 
ter, now belongs to a place of fiery 
torm ent 
So the exiles themselves 
used to place in the same 
category 
“Hell, Hull and Halifax.” 


Yet the best terms that Great Bri­ 
tain could secure for its loyal colon­ 
ists when terms of peace were agreed 
upon were, that congress ‘Should “rec­ 
ommend leniency 
to 
the 
several 
states” in their treatment of Tories. 
For its own part the home govern­ 
ment employed as many as it could, 
and for the temporary support of the 
unemployed it expended more 
than 
$200,000 annually before the end of 
the war. 
Afterward additional bur­ 
dens were ungrudgingly assumed for 
the expatriated; five hundred acres of 
land to each family, building mate­ 
rials, tools and even food.* In this way 
nearly nine million dollars were spent 
in Canada before* 1787. 
In addition, 
some nineteen million dollars were 
paid for losses of property by the well- 
to-do on their claims for forty mil­ 
lions. 
Among these were governors, 
judges, councillors, commissioners, col­ 
lege presidents and clergymen. After 
all that was done for them they were 
dissatisfied and unhappy. 
In Canada 
they were wretched; in England they 
were disregarded and thrown back up­ 
on the companionship of the 
lower 
classes. There was little» left for them 
but to drag out a lonely existence to 
the end of their days.—From “John 
Hancock,” by Lorenzo Sears. 


Lands of Fire. 


It is rather singular 
both of 


the “lands of fire” are near the cold 
extremities of the globe—Iceland, far 
to the northward, and 
Tierra 
del 
Fuego, remotely south. 
Iceland, to 
the eye, seems at first glance to bo 
better named by the cold appellation. 
Its glacial flelds are not only numer­ 
ous, but in some cases these and the 
connected snow 
stretches are hun­ 
dreds of square miles in extent. But 
only a little travel into the Interior,, 
say to the site of the ancient Icelandic 
Parliament at Thingvallir, 
discloses 
miles upon miles 
of 
such 
decola- 
tion as Is possible only in a “land of 
fire.” It is a very island of volcanoes, 
and, while they have been exceeding­ 
ly well behaved for a hundred years 
or so, the great hot springs in the 
neighborhood of Reykjavik, the capi­ 
tal, indicate that 
the 
subterranean 
heat, if passive, is still very much 
alive. 
Huge glaciers also mark the 
“cold land of fire” at the other end 
of the earth.

A 
list of fifty names has been compiled 
In which the color of the hair is given 
by biographers, and 90 per cent, are 
dark brown or black. 
There is not, 
strange to Bay, a single mention of 
premature grayness, nor a single case 
of that ashen brown hair known as 
“Binged” or “mouse color.” 


The structure of the hair—whether 
straight or curly—is given in twenty- 
six of Mr. Kassel’s list of geniuses, 
and of these all but four possessed 
curly or wavy hair. 
It is extremely 
notable that of the remaining, four, 
Napoleon and Andrew Jackson were 
the two remarkable for “wiry hair,” 
and that James Russell Lowell and 
Greig were those having lank straight 
hair. 
The poet’s “ringlets” and the 
musician’s shock of hair are by this 
list seen not to be mere accidents, 
but in some strange way are co-ordi­ 
nated to their powers and the general 
popular instinct is not at fault.

orable campaign of 1886-89. 
In rec­ 
ognition of his good work the Italian 
government has awarded him the Mau- 
rizlan Order in the grade of command­ 
er, and the crown of Italy as a grand 
officer. 
He is also an officer of the 
French Legion of Honor, a member 
of the Academy of Medicine of Paris, 
and of the Royal Sanitary Institute 
of London.

MEN FOR THE NAVY 


Department Plans Organization 
of National Naval Reserve. 


Will Be Similar to the Order of the 
Cincinnati, the Axtlc Society, Loyal 
Legion and the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 


I 


Washington.—The navy department 
hae begun the preparation 
of 
data 
preparatory to tho formation of a na­ 
tional naval reserve under such con­ 
ditions as the congress may author­ 
ize. 
An analysis of tho complement 
of a modern man-of-war shows 
not 
only that 50 per cen t of the men of 
such complement are skilled men, but 
that of these the 
greater 
part are 
skilled In the work that is entirely 
confined to the navy. 
Such aro tur­ 
ret and gun captains and crews, fire 
controls, turbine machinery, etc. The 
demand, therefore, for new men in 
time of war can only bo filled by those 
who have had t h i B particular training. 
There are thousands of men in the 
country who have had this training in 
the navy. 
Tfto department has no 
doubt but that in time of omergency 
these men will give their services to 
the country. It is felt, however, that, 
since modern wars begin quickly and 
last only a short time, the services 
of such men can be most valuably em­ 
ployed by organizing in time of peace. 
Such is the object of tho naval re­ 
serve. 


But there 1b another object to be 
gained by getting together tho men 
who have served in the navy. 
That 
object is to keep alive in their minds 
an interest in tho navy by keeping 
alive tho memories of their own as­ 
sociations. 
There is no class of men 
in the country whose experiences are 
analagous to those who have served 
in the navy. 
To the merchant sailor 
there are experiences of the sea, of 
strange ports and foreign 
people; 
but to the man-of-war's man there 
are all these and more, for there are 
active campaigns in 
those 
remote 
places, and there are contests and 
competitions from baseball and boat 
races to turret guns and high speed 
guns. 


Looking over the history of 
this 
country, it is found that after each 
war, 
organizations, 
societies 
have 
been formed for the express purpose 
of keeping alive their associations; 
such are the Order of the Cincinnati; 
the Aztic society, Loyal Legion and 
Grand Army of the Republic, Spanish- 
American W ar Veterans, 
etc. 
The 
man-of-war’s man of today and of tho 
future will likely have some campaign 
larger or smaller in his experience. 


With his interest alive, the desire to 
return at intervals for a brief associa­ 
tion with his old service, to renew 
personal associations, 
and 
observe 
the changes and improvements in the 
material, will, It is believed, 
be 
a 
great gratification to the ex-service 
man. 
For unless he is totally differ­ 
ent from all other men, his desire to 
return to the fleet will be the same as 
that which sends the hundreds 
of 
thousands—probably 
millions—each 
year to yell and scream themselves 
hoarse over a contest between their 
college and some rival. 
Consequent­ 
ly, preliminary to the formation of 
this branch of the proposed naval 
reserve it is necessary to have the 
address of each man, in order that he 
may be communicated with. 
There­ 
fore, it is requested that each man 
honorably discharged from the navy 
send his address to the office of Naval 
Reserve, 
Navy 
Yard, 
Washington, 
D. C. 


AID FOR THE IDLE. 


Pre-Glacial Man. 
! 


The "pre-boulder clay man" found 
under the sheet of red crag formation 
of Suffolk, near Ipswich, in England, 
though tall and well shaped as the 
modern Englishman, resembles the 
ape-like Neanderthal man of a later 
age in the very flat and broad pos- , 
terlor part of the skull. 
He exhibits 
one peculiarity not found in any other 
fossil man 
of 
queerly shaped leg . 
bones—the tibia and fibula. 
The re­ 
port in the London TimeB says their 
significance “is as yet inexplicable; 
they probably depend on the manner 
In which the legs were used in walk­ 
ing/' 


Utilization of the schoolhouses of 
the country as employment offices for 
those out of work has been taken un­ 
der consideration by the United States 
bureau of education, which has ap­ 
proved any movement that will make 
the schoolhouses more general in their 
sphere of usefulness. 
Professor John 
R. Commons of the Wisconsin indus­ 
trial commission is one of the princi­ 
pal advocates of the plan to utilize the 
schools as labor exchanged. 


The proposed plan contemplates the 
opening of a regular channel of in­ 
tercommunication between the schools 
of a state with reference to the un­ 
employed. 
Through the drectors of 
the social centers connected with the 
schoolhouses, the man out of work, on 
registering the fact of his lack of em­ 
ployment, could be placed in 
touch 
with employers over a broad 
field. 
Educators and scientists believe the 
organization of such a system would 
do a vast amount of good In popular­ 
izing education. 


“While educators have no way of 
finding out," says the bureau In a 
statement issued the other day, “just 
how far the suggestion will be adopt­ 
ed, the fact that a proposal like this 
receives attention proves how wide­ 
spread is the sentiment In favor of any 
and all projects involving a fvider use 
of school plant for the benefit of the 
community. 


The study of children in school, to 
aid and advise them in choosing their 
life work, also is advocated. 


ALASKAN RAIL ROUTES. 


Diplomatic.

An exploring expedition 
of 
four 
men, each expert in his own line, has 
gone to Alaska to make a study of 
Alaska transportation, which will re­ 
sult in a report to the congress in 
December, recommending a definite 
plan “in respect to the best and most 
available routes for railroads in Alas­ 
ka which will develop the country and 
the resources thereof for the use of 
the people of 
the 
United 
States.*' 


Tho chairman of this commission 1« 
Major J. J. Morrow, U. S. A., engineer 
corps; Alfred II. Brooks of tho geo­ 
logical Burvoy, Leonard N, Cox, U. S. 
N., engineer corps, and C. McU. In- 
geraoll, consulting engineer on bridgo 
affairs in the employ of the city of 
New York, 


This commission, which gets its 
power from tho act, passed at the 
last session, croating a legislative as­ 
sembly in the territory of 
Alaska, 
was appointed by 
President 
Taft, 
with instructions 
to 
examine 
tho 
transportation question in Alaska, the 
railroad routes from seaboard to the 
coal fields and to tho interior and 
navigable waterways, to obtain sut* 
veys and other information with re­ 
spect to railroads, including cost of 
construction and operation. 
It is be­ 
lieved in Washington that when this 
commission reports it will 
recom­ 
mend that the government construct 
and operate a federal railroad, either 
to tho Bering river coal field or elso 
to tho Matanuska coal fields.

Felt Like Laughing.

stories aboilt Prussian statesmen, sol- 
diors, artists and writers. 
Here aro 
two: 


"Moltke paid repeated visits to hla 
nephew's villa, and it was there that 
a droll incident occurred under the 
chostnut trees of the picturesque gar­ 
den. Ono day a stranger looking over 
the garden railing saw an old man, 
whoso well worn straw hat seemed 
to betoken tho gardener. 
'They say 
that Moltke is on a visit here. Could 
you tell me, sir, whether it might bo 
possiblo to catch sight of him?* The 
old man replied that if the gentleman 
would come again In tho course of 
the afternoon he might perhaps see 
Moltke in tho garden. 
In his Joy the 
stranger tendered a mark to tho com­ 
municative 'gardener,* who promptly 
pocketed It. 
Tho stranger's conster­ 
nation may well bo imagined when on 
his return in tho afternoon he be­ 
held tho identical old ‘gardener* walk­ 
ing arm in arm with Major von Burt. 
Moltko waved a greeting, and with 
a smile called out to him: 'I havo 
still got your mark*’

The American people are drinking 
more whisky and beer and smoking 
more cigars and cigarettes than ever 
before in history, according to tax re­ 
turns received by Royal 
E. 
Cabell, 
commissioner of internal revenue. 


From July 1 to October 1, 1912, 
more 
than 
3,800,000,000 
cigarettes 
were smoked, an increase of ono bil­ 
lion over the corresponding period of 
the previous year, which broke all 
records. 


The nation consumed 33,150,000 gal­ 
lons of whisky during 
July, August 
and September, an increase of 460,000 
gallons as compared with that ouar- 
ter of 1911, while nearly 1,950,000,000 
cigars were smoked during that time. 
The cigar consumption promises to es­ 
tablish a record. 


A total of 19,800,000 barrels of bee? 
were consumed 
during 
the 
three 
months, which was 320,000 
barrels 
more than in the same 
period 
of 
1911. 
This somewhat surprised reve­ 
nue officials, as beer drinking fell off 
considerably during the fiscal year 
ended June 30 last. 
That decrease 
was partly accounted for by Commis­ 
sioner Cabell by the Increased popu­ 
larity of buttermilk as a summer 
drink. 


Victimized French Government. 
The European spy mania is likely to 
reach the reductio ad absurdum 
if 
thero are many imitators of tho in­ 
genuity of a certain Herr Glitch, who 
has 
succeeded 
in 
victimizing

French government to tho tune of sev­ 
eral thousand dollars. The resource­ 
ful Glitch has a considerable knowl­ 
edge of military tactics, sufficient to 
enable him to prepare an assortment 
of plans for the invasion of the French 
frontier and to give them the neces­ 
sary professional tint.

The old man came

house, Rved perishing in the ñames. 
It 
iseaid that six other meembers of the 
Reed family met violent deaths. 
About 
17 years ago, on a Saturday night, there 
was a dance at Parkvüle, near Hanover, 
'*Billy" Reed arriving on thescene about 
10 o'clock in a very ugly mood. 
In a 
short while he picked a fight w^th young 
William Parr, and in the fracas on the 
pike in front of the dance hall, Reed 
drew a knife and cut a deep gash in the 
left arm of Parr, which extended from 
ehoulder to the elbow. 
He was also cut 
on the back and received a severe scalp 
wound. 
Reed 'was arrested and served 
a year in the York county jail for the of 
fense. Some years later, it is stated, he 
was in a fight in a Hanover restaurant, 
and after drawing a knife on some Mc- 
iStierrystown men, they made ittoo warm 
for him and he fled but was caught later 
and given a complete beating. At anoth 
er time, it is alleged, he stole a hat from 
a man at Hotel O'Bold, Hanover. 
High 
Constable Smeach arrested Reed 
and 
made him carry the hat back to the own- 
er. 
This humiliation angered Reed and 
he áwore revenge. 
One oight he laid in 
wait for the oiiicer armed with a revolver, 
across the street from the policeman's 
home. 
Mrs. Smeach 
however, learned 
of the plan and warned her husband to 
be on the lookout on his return home late 
that night. 
Several days afterward Reed 
was apprehended and again served a year 
in jail. 
Reed married life has also been 
rather a peculiar one. 
It is said that af- 
ter his first wife left him, in a short while 
he maried a daughter of Jacob Laugh- 
man, of the Pigeon Hills, without the 
formality of a divorce. 
He was arrested 
for bigamy, and served a term in the Ad- 
ams county jail, it is stated. 


WOMAN SHOOTS AT BURGLAR. 
Mrs. George Baublitz, who resides with 
two daughters in the Pigeon Hill«, fright- 
ened away a burglar who was entering 
her home early last Tuesday morning, 
and it is believed that one of ihe bullets 
fired after the fleeing intruder took effect, 
Mrs. Baublitz discovered the burglar as 
he was climbing through the kitchen 
window. 
She fired at him as he jumped 
to the ground, and she 3ays he uttered a 
cry of pain almost sitnultaneously with 
the discharge of the revolver.

burglar wore a mask, Mrs. Baublitz says 
she believes »he could identify him.

The following is clipped from an Altoo» 
na paper: Mrs. Lydia Bixler, aged 95 
years, 7 months and 21 days, probably 
the oldest woman in Blair county, died at 
the home of her son in law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. A, Mclhorn, 512 Ninth 
street, Friday morning at 7:45. She was 
probably the only living resident of Blair 
county who had enjoyed an intimate ac- 
quaintance with men who fought in the 
Revolutionary war. 
She frequently talk- 
ed about Ferguson, one of the veterans of 
this struggle, whom she knew personally. 
Mrs. Bixler was unusually active for her 
age and only seven weeks ago returned 
from a visit to the home of her son, John 
B. Bixler, editor of the Williamsport 
News. 
She became ill on her return but 
Feemed to lj)e pickiug up again, when, last 
Tuesday she became seriously sick. 
She 
was born in Waynesboro April 15, 1817, 
and spent the greater part of her life in 
Carlisle, where 77 years ago she married 
Samuel Bixler. He was clerk of the Cum 
berland county court for a number of 
years and died 27 years ago. 
At the time 
of the battle of Gettysburg Mr. and Mrs. 
Bixler lived on the outskirts of that fa 
mous town, where one of the most histor- 
ic incidents in her life occurred. 
Mr. 
Bixler was ill in bed when Confederate 
soldiers took possession of the home. Mr. 
Bixler explained th*i situation to them 
and fed them for several days. In return 
they did not molest a thing in the housei 
though they ransacked nearby dwellings. 
Mrs Bixler M'as fond ot contrasting the 
household management nowadays with 
conditions when she was young. 
Her 
mind was surprisinglv clear. 
Not only 
her mind was clear; she never wore glass- 
es despite the fact that she enjoyed sew- 
ing. 
Surviving are the following chil- 
dren : Dr. S. H. Bixler, Greencastle; J. 
R Bixler, editer of Williamsport News; 
Miss Annie and Mrs J. A. Melhorn, Al- 
toona ; J. H. , Elk Park, Wash., and 
James, a newspaper man of California. 
Interment was made at Carlisle Monday 
morning.

Governor Donaghey, of 
Arkansas, 
has smashed all pardon records by 
liberating 316 state convicts and forty- 
four county prisoners. 


At the same time the governor made 
public a message, which he will sub- 
mit to the legislature next month, giv- 
ing his reasons for granting the par- 
dons. 


He says he has always opposed the 
sonvict lease system as practiced In 
Arkansas and has made repeated ef- 
lorts to induce the legislature to re- 
peal the law. 


He cnarges that convicts are hired 
to contractors, who sublet them to oth- 
ers for the sole purpose of enriching 
themselves; that the men are often 
treated inhumanely and given prison 
terms far In excess of their desserts. 


Governor Donaghey says he Knows 
of no better way to get the legislature 
to give the matter attention than by 
almost emptying the prisons.

Butter, lard, fish, fresh meats, dress- 
ed fowls, vegetables,

articles likely to decay 
quickly may be sent for short dis- 
tances when securely packed. 
Eggs 
will 
be 
accepted for local delivery 
when packed properly in a containe^ 
and for any distance when each egg is 
saparately packed in a perfectly se- 
cure manner. 
. No restriction is placed on the mail- 
ing of salted, dried, smoked or cured 
meats, but fresh meat will be trans- 
ported only within the first zone. 


Fragile articles, Including millinery, 
toys, musical Instruments and articles 
of glass In whole or In part, must 
be securely packed and marked "fra- 
gile." 


Articles that may not be sent hy 
parcels post Include intoxicating li- 
quors of all kinds; poisons; poisonous 
animals, 
insects or reptiles; 
explo- 
sives of every kind; inflammable ar- 
ticles, including matches; Infernal ma- 
chines; pistols or revolvers; 
disease 
germs; 
any obscene, defamatory or 
scurrilous matter now prohibited by 
law; live or dead animals or birds or 
live poultry; raw hides or pelts; or 
anything having a bad odor. 


Books and urinted matter may not 
be forwarded at parcel post rates, but 
only at the pound rate's of third class 
matter. 


Parcels post packages will be in- 
sured by the government against loss 
to the value of $50 for a fee of 10 
cents.

News of the ambassador's 
death was sent to King Georgo and 
other members of the royal family and 
to the foreign oillce. 


Whitelaw 
Reid. 
diplomatist 
and 
Journalist, was born In Xenia, Ohio, 
Oct. 27, 1837, the son of Robert Carl- 
ton and Marlon Reid. He graduated 
from Miami university, Oxford, Ohio, 
receiving the degree of A. B. in 1856. 


The degree of A. M. was conferred 
upon him by the same college in 1859, 
and by the University of the City of 
New York In 1872. Dartmouth college 
conferred upon him the degree of LL. 
D. in 1873, Miami the same degree In 
1890, Princeton In 1899. Yale In 1901, 
Cambridge In 1902, St. Andrews In 
19Uu and Oxford in 1907. 


Shortly after his graduation from 
Miami university he became editor of 
the Xenia News. During his connec- 
tion with this paper he acted in the 
capacity of legislative correspondent, 
and in 1860 became war corespond- 
ent, reporting many of the big battles 
of the Civil War. 
At different times 
he was on the staff of both General 
Thomas A. Morris and General W. S. 
Rosecrans. In 1863 he left the battle- 
field to become librarian In the liouse 
of representatives. 


In 1869 he again returned to the 
newspaper field, becoming a member 
of the editorial staff of the New York 
Tribune and was elevated to the posi- 
tion of managing editor shortly there- 
after. 
Thr<-.^ > irs later he became 
editor in ( .¿ol and proprietor of the 
same pajrer. 


In 1881 ho married the daughter of 
D. Ogden Mills, a Callfornlan of great 
wealth, who removed to New York. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Mills Reld 
and 
her 
brother, Ogden Mills, divided equally 
the Immense estate of their father, an 
estate estimated to be worth at the 
time of Mr. Mills' death fully ?60,000,- 
OUO. The result of the marriage was 
two children, Ogden Mills Reid, v/ho 
recently succeeded his father in the 
active control of the Tribune, and Misa 
.Jean Reid. 


In 
1877 
and 
again in 1881 Mr. 
Reld 
was 
appointed 
United 
Statea 
minister to Germany. He was elected 
to the board oí regejiis of the State 
University of Now York. 
In 1902 he 
became vice chancellor of the same 
body, and In 1904 chancellor. From 
1889 to 1892 he served 
as 
United 
States minister to France, and it was 
during this period that he won world- 
wide fame as a diplomatist. 


Mr. Reid was nominated for the vice 
presidency of the United States on 
the Kepublican ticket In 1892, but was 
defeated. 


President 
McKinley appointed Mr. 
Reid special ambassador of the United 
States to Queen Victoria's jubileo in 
1897. 
He was one of the peace com- 
mission which convened in Paris In 
1898. The next honor conferred upon 
Mr, Reid was his appointment as spe- 
cial ambassador to the coronation oí 
King Edward YII. in 1902. Three years 
later he was appolnied United States 
ambassador to England. 
He held this 
post until hjs death. 


House Unseats Bowman. 


Reprosoutative Charles S. Bowman, 
of the Eleventh Pennsylvania distrlri. 
t/ueerne county, was unseated In the 
house by a vote of 153 to 118. In favor 
of G. B. McLaln, his Democratic op- 
ponent, who charged corrupt practice® 
In Bowman^s election. 


The attitude of the house was dis- 
closed earlier in the day by a vote of 
147 to 125, when It refused to dismiss 
the contest against Bowman and de- 
clare his election In 1910 legal. 
Thla 
action was preliminary to the final 
vote on the Ansberry resolution to de- 
prive him of his seat. 


On the question of seating McLain, 
the vote was: Ayes, 88; nays, 181. 
This leaves the seat vacant. Many of 
the Democrats, after ha^ng voted to 
unseat Bowman, refusea to vote to 
seat McLaln, and joined with the Re- 
publicans to keep him out and leave 
this district unrepresented for the re- 
mainder of the term.

ELECTRICA 


LIGHT 
IS EASILY 
ADJUSTED 


Simplest of Many Devices by Which 
Electrlo Globes May Be Turned 
to Any Anflie Desired. 


One of the simplest of the several 
devices by which electric globes may 
be turned to any angle desired is that 
invented by an Ohio man. 
The secret 
lies In a small seml-clrcular arm. This 
arm Is slldably mounted at one end in 
a movable base 
At the other 
end it 
is similarly mounted In 
the 
lamp 
socket. 
In the 
first 
place the 
base 
may bo moved about to any part of 
the desk or table on which it stands. 


Adjustable Light. 


In the second place, tho arm may be 
tilted in any direction or pushed far- 
ther in or drawn farther out of the 
base, 
In the third place, the lamp is 
movable on the upper end of the arm. 
With these three points of adjustabil- 
ity it is easy to understand how the 
apparatus 
may be turned 
to 
throw 
light upon any point and from any 
angle. 
Or the whole contrivance may 
be removed from the desk If room is 
needed. 


SECURE POWER FROM TIDES 


Prussian Government to Aid Company 
Just Organized at Hamburg— 
Works Will Be at Husum. 


A company has been formed In Ham- 
burg for the utilization on 
a 
large 
scale of the power of 
the 
tides, ac- 
cording to a Berlin correspondent of 
the New York Sun. 


The initiator is a Hamburg engineer, 
Herr Bmil Peln, who has devoted 15 
years to experiment and has now suc- 
ceeded In gaining the co-operation of 
the Prussian government. 
The 
elec- 
tricity generated, it Is estimated, will 
supply nearly the whole of Schleswig- 
Holstein north of the Kiel canal with 
light and power. 


The works will be at Husum. on the 
coast of Schleswig. 
Opposite Husum, 
at a distance of a couple of kilometers, 
lies the North Frisian island of Nord- 
strand. 


Two roughly 
constructed 
parallel 
dams will connect the Nordstrand with 
the mainland and the large area thus 
Inclosed will form the tidal reservoir. 
The reservoir wll be divided Into three 
basins. 
In the middle of 
the 
south 
dam will rise a large power house. 


The machlnlsm adopted allows 
the 
generation of power all day and night. 
The variations In the 
tidal force 
at 
different hours will 
be 
compensated 
for by the use of accumulators. 
A cur- 
rent of 15.000 volts will be distributed 
to all places within 80 or 100 kilome- 
ters and transformed locally 
to 
220 
volts. 


The estimated 
cost of 
generating 
the electricity will only be about two 
cents a horse power an hour. 


LIGHTING ROWS OF SHELVES 


Good Plan Is to Fasten Steel Messen- 
ger Wires Through 
Turnbucktes, 
Fastened to Celling. 


The Illumination of aisles between 
rows of shelving is usually obtained 
by hanging a number of lamps along 
their length, with the result that they 
are In the way and are quite frequent- 
ly left on or among the contents of 
the shelves. A better way is shown in 
the.sketch, says the Popular 
Elec- 
tricity. 
Steel messenger wires were 
fastened through turnbuckles to hooks 
screwed into pieces of two by four.

In the position Illustrated to take up 
any Jarring that might be transmitted 
to the tungsten lamp which was en- 
closed in a strong guard.

It will wash and wring the clothes 
with an electric washing machine. 


It will dry the clothes Indoors rap- 
idly with the breeze from an electrlo 
fan. 


It will iron the clothes quickly, eco- 
nomically and well with 
an 
electric 
Iron. 


It will beat 
eggs, grind 
coffee or 
moat or turn the ice cream freexer 
or sharpen tho knives with a general 
utility motor. 


It will keep any part of 
the house 
cool in summer with an electric fan. 


It will make toast or griddle cakes 
on the table or boll the tea kettle or 
coffee percolator. 


It will run the sewing machine with- 
out effort. 


It will dry the hair after a shampoo, 
or curl It, and provides a massage, by 
means of the electric fan, curling iron 
and vibrator. 


It heats the baby's bottle and 
the 
shaving cup. 
It warms the bed and 
oilers a substitute for the hot water 
bag that never leaks nor grows cold. 


The 
electric 
servant 
does 
these 
things and a few dozen others without 
fuss or quibble, and it never quits nor 
demands more pay.

A wire, especially one with a long 
span, is sometimes a 
noisy 
proposi- 
tion when it Is attached to the 
clap- 
boards of 
a house. 
Every 
time 
the 
wind blows a little harder than usual 
there is such a moaning and groaning 
that sleep is well-nigh Impossible. The 
wire seems to make a noise on the 
principle of the old-fashioned squawk- 
er boys used to make out of a tin can 
with a stout thread fastened to the 
bottom of it. Pulling the thread would

noise. 
And every 
time the wind would make the wire 
give a pull on 
the 
house, it 
would 
sound like that old tin 
can. 
In 
my 
case, the telephone wires were the of- 
fenders. 


The next time a lineman was in the 
neighborhood I got him to 
give 
mo 
about a foot of slack 
on 
each 
line. 
Two very stiff coil springs 
and 
two 
pairs of porcelain insulators then did 
the work. 
Bach wire 
was 
wrapped 
around two of the insulators 
In 
the 
regular way and then a spring was In- 
sorted between the two, as 
may 
be 
seen In the 'diagram. 
The other wire 
was handled in the same manner. 
The 
spring was stiff enough to draw the 
wire up to nearly its usual tautness, 
and yet It was elastic enough to take 
up all the jerks and unusual pulls that 
formerly made so much noise. 
Every- 
body slept much better 
on 
blustery 
nights after this. 
Of course the main 
thing is to get a stiff enough spring 
so that the wind will not pull it out.

TORIES HARSHLY USED 


WRITER CONDEMNS ACTION DUR. 
INQ REVOLUTIONARY WAR. 


In Life of 
John 
Hancock 
Lorenzo 
Sears Points Out That Decree of 
Banishment Was a More Bit* 
ter Story Than Evangeline. 


If the Tories had seen the crown tri- 
umph, their treatment of the rebels, 
as they called the Whigs, might have 
been no better than they themselves 
received. 
The human nature of a sin- 
gle race is not changed 
by 
party 
names or the fortune of war. 
There- 
fore, it is an interesting speculation 
to conjecture what a victorious Tory 
would have done with defeated patri- 
ots. 
It is safe to say that 
Samuel 
Adams and John Hancock would have 
been sent to England for trial, if not 
for execution as traitors; but toward 
the people at large there was a grow- 
ing spirit of conciliation as the war 
went on, for reasons which cannot be 
detailed here. 


It is unfortunate that It cannot be 
said with equal truth that as the pa- 
triot cause looked more hopeful, and 
even when Independence was assured, 
the hostility toward resident or ban- 
ished loyalists was diminished. 
Dur- 
ing the war every species of intimida- 
tion had been used to bring them into 
the patriot ranks; Indignities not usu- 
ally practiced In dignified warfare had 
been thrust upon them. 
Eighty-five 
thousand had been driven Into Cana- 
dian exile alone, besides other thoui^ 
ands who had fled to other British pos- 
sessions. leaving houses and 
lands, 
business and friends. Confiscation fol- 
lowed exile, with poverty and distress 
in strange and inhospitable 
regions. 
The Acadian 
story 
which 
excites 
American sympathy has at least the 
mitigating feature of 
removal south- 
ward to gentler climes; while the Co- 
lonial dispersion was 
chiefly, into 
northern latitudes, which our Saxon 
ancestors used to designate as the do- 
main of a chilly goddess with a name 
which, by 
a singular 
inversion 
of 
meaning, and the addition of one let- 
ter, now belongs to a place of 
fiery 
t o r m e n t 
So the exiles 
themselves 
used to place In the same 
category 
"Hell. Hull and Halifax." 


Yet the best terms that Great Bri- 
tain could secure for its loyal colon- 
ists when terms of peace were agreed 
upon were, that congress «should "rec- 
ommend leniency 
to 
the 
several 
states" in their treatment of Tories. 
For its own part the home govern- 
ment employed as many as it could, 
and for the temporary support of the 
unemployed it expended more 
than 
$200,000 annually before the end of 
the war. 
Afterward additional 
bur- 
dens were ungrudgingly assumed for 
the expatriated; five hundred acres of 
land to each family, building mate- 
rials. tools and even food.«' In this way 
nearly nine million dollars were spent 
in Canada before« 1787. 
In addition, 
some nineteen million dollars 
were 
paid for losses of property by the well- 
to-do on their claims for forty mil- 
lions. 
Among these were governors. 
Judges, councillors, commissioners, col- 
lege presidents and clergymen. 
After 
all that was done for them they were 
dissatisfied and unhappy. 
In Canada 
they were wretched; in England they 
were disregarded and thrown back up- 
on the companionship of 
the 
lower 
classes. There was littlei left for them 
but to drag out a lonely existence to 
the end of their days.—From "John 
Hancock." by Lorenzo Sears.

Blood marks in 
the stall back of his horse indicated that 
this was the one -which had inflicted the 
injury and young Moose's position show- 
ed his course after Ipeing struck. ^He 
showed indications oi consciousness, but 
did not utter a word to the time of bis 
death. 
At 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
Daniel Sheely took the injured man in 
his automobile to the Chambersburg hos- 
pital. 
At 2 o'clock an operation was per- 
formed and three large picea of bone were 
removed from the brain. He was aged 19 
years. 


He leaves his parents, three brothers 
and three sisters—William, Arendtaville; 
Charles, Menalleu township; Luther, Car- 
rie, Maggie and Dorothy, at home.

Tries Suicide When arrested. 


Charged with stealing a pocketbook 
containi:ig $106 in government funds and 
other money, a mileage book and a check 
for )|i2o from the store and postoflico con- 
ducted by J. J. Rex, postmaster at Aspera, 
Harry Kump, aged 19 years, residing with 
his father, Harvey Kump, of Menallen 
township, was arrested Wednesday by 
Postal Inspector Lucas, of Harnsburg, 
and Constable Peters.

Upon recoiving the fruit 
Kump left the store and shortly after the 
clerk noticed that the pocketbook con- 
taining the papers, missing. 
The gov- 
ernment authorities were niformed of the 
matter and Kump was placed under ar- 
rest. 
He confessed to the crime and told 
the oiliccrs where they could find the 
monev which was hidden in a chicken 
house and the pocketbook containing the 
check and mileage book along the road 
about four miles away. 
Young Kump 
was then informed that he was to be tak- 
en before Justice of the Peace E. E. Ep- 
pleman for a hearing 
Before leaving for 
the hearing the youth asked the oüicei-s 
whether he would be permitted to change 
his clothing before leaving 
The request 
was granted and Kump proceded to the 
second floor. Several minutes later aloud 
report of a gun rang through the house. 


Both oilicers hurried to the boy's room 
where they found Kump lying uncon- 
scious on the floor and the revolver by his 
side. 
A hole in the ceihng showed that 
he had fired the shot. 
The boy was ex- 
amined but no bullet wounds could be 
found and it is believed that he became 
unconscious due to fright and excitement.

morning Mr. Katfens])erger went to Mari- 
etta to undergo treatment. 
Tlie infected 
dog IS known to have bitten the dogs of 
H H. W^arren, and Milton Jacobs in Ar- 
endtsville, aft(*r which it went to Brysonia 
biting dogs of Clayton Shoap and George 
Hoke on the way. It then returned home 
where the above related incidents occur- 
red. 
Another dog, supposed to be a 
tramp, is said to have been bitten and is 
still at large, so far as residents of Ar- 
endtsville know. 
Dr. E. D Hudson was 
notified by the State Livestock Sanitary 
Board to take charge of affairs and, with 
the CO operation of the Arendtsville town 
council and board of health, he placed a 
rigid one hundred day quarantine, cover- 
ing the town and the surrounding coun- 
try for a three miJe radius. 
The animals 
known to have been bitten are under spe- 
cial observation. 
Where the Kaffensper- 
ger dog contracted rabies is not known 
but it is presumed that it was bitten in 
»September by a dog belonging to D. D. 
Bucher, of that town. 
The .Bucher dog 
acted strangely and was killed before he 
did any harm.

Not only in 
literature, however, were his powers 
depicted, but in art and marble, stat- 
ues in the various European museums 
and universities portray him as a fig- 
ure of excessive proportions, with a 
leonine head and curly hair, and of 
colossal, though not of cumbrous, size.
